recalled. A tall, red-haired man, 
he was pale from months in his 
ju ngle prison and thin from the 
walk back bu t otherwise well.

He said that he thou ght mem­ 
bers of Congress, by passing 
this bill, had done something 
abou t seeing to it that there will 
be no more Los Angeleses. 
Primarily , 
thou gh, 
Johnson 
said the measu re is intended to 
help small towns and their peo­ 
ple in what he called this “dec­ 
ade of opportu nity .” 
At the end ai some prepared 
remarks, to an au dience that in­ 
clu ded gov ernment officials and 
members of Congress, he said 
that he was u p early this morn­ 
ing try ing to arrange for top 
men of the gov ernment to take 
a program and plane to Los An­ 
geles. The federal team is go­

The bill combines featu res of 
three earlier pieces of legisla­ 
tion enacted in recent y ears: A 
$4 00 million Depressed Areas 
Program passed in 1961, and

the $1 billion Appalachian Re­ 
gional Bill cleared earlier this 
y ear.

Rain and gray skies added to 
the impression of gloom hang­ 
ing ov er the giant installation, 
tu rning into a blazing inferno by 
26 ex plosions and fires. 
At least 39 were inju red, one 
critically , du ring the disaster 
the worst indu strial accident in 
Lou isv ille’s history . 
Du Pont said a bricklay er 
employ ed by

tractor at the plant, was added 
to the list of missing when he 
failed to retu rn home. 
National Gu ardsmen, who hac, 
been on du ty throu ghou t the 
night to prev ent 
looting, were 
replaced early today by Jeffer 
son Cou nty police.

to $10 million. The ex plosions 
were centered in the area where 
monov iny lacety lene, a form of 
acety lene with ex plosiv e q u ali­ 
ties, is u sed in making Neo­ 
prene. 
The Red Cross said it had 
fou nd hou sing for abou t 200 per­ 
sons who were ev acu ated from 
their homes near the complex 
situ ated in the city ’s west end, 
near the Ohio Riv er.

at well ov er $100 million — in 
the Du Pont section. The ex plo­ 
sions were concentrated in the 
sou thwest corner.

“We had hoped earlier in the 
day that these men left the

smashed the world space endu r­ 
ance record held by the Sov iet 
Union today — a major v ictory 
for the United States in the race 
for the moon. 
The historic moment came at 
8:06 a.m. (EST). 
Flight 
Director 
Christopher 
C. Kraft offered his congratu la­ 
tions and asked: “How doe® it 
feel for the United States to be 
a new record holder?” 
“At last, hu h?” Cooper re­ 
plied. 
Sitting at his control console 
in Gemini Control a few minu tes 
earlier, Kraft watched the sec­ 
ond hand on the clock as it 
passed the record mark. When 
it did, he smiled 
and 
said, 
“ zap.” 
The Sov iet record for a single 
flight — broken by Gemini 5 — 
was 119 hou rs, six minu tes, set 
by Cosmonau t Valery By kov sky 
in Ju ne 1963. 
The Gemini 5 spacecraft hu r­ 
tled on toward a new mark of 
eight day s in orbit. 
Bu t mingled with congratu la­ 
tory messages from the grou nd 
was some seriou s talk abou t 
sev eral problems, none seriou s, 
which began plagu ing the space­ 
craft. 
Like 
an 
aging 
au tomobile, 
Gemini 5 has been bu ilding u p 
small, pesky problems. Com­ 
mand Pilot Cooper reported this 
morning that he had lost u se of 
two of his 32 jet control thru st­ 
ers. The Mission Control Center 
su spected v alv e clogging, and 
engineers were dev ising a series 
of tests for the astronau ts to ru n 
later.

So, U.S. diplomats in Moscow 
say, it is unlikely a Russian rep­ 
resentative will accept Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s invitation to ob­ 
serve the Gemini 6 launching in 
October. 
Johnson said at a news con­ 
ference Wednesday in Washing­ 
ton that the United States would 
invite the Soviet Academy of 
Science “to send a very high 
level representative to observe 
the launching nf Gemini 6.” 
Christopher C. Kraft, Gemini 
flight director, said he would 
welcome a Russian scientist to 
follow the course of the flight.

Another change in the I a w 
will affect all those people now 
getting monthly social security 
benefits. This is the seven per

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. - In go­ 
ing around the h i l l and delta 
country of A rkansas, the state 
he picked for his 
perm anent 
home after m aking friends with 
s o m e 
persuasive 
A rkansans 
during six long years of service 
in the 
U n i t e d States infan­ 
try, W inthrop Rockefeller talks 
planning, 
planning, 
planning. 
He w ants to b e governor to help 
shape the economic future of a 
region for which he has gieat 
hopes. The suprem e irony of all 
this, however, is that he is m ak­ 
ing a pitch for the governor s 
lob at a tim e when state capi­ 
tals everyw here seem threaten ­ 
ed w i t h a practically t o t a l 
eclipse. 
The fifty state governors of 
A m erica are b eing underm ined 
from two directions. On the one 
hand, the tireless President in 
I he W h i t e House pushes his 
concept of a super - state re ­ 
gional A m erica, 
T h e r e will 
he A ppalachia, consisting of the 
m ountainous portion of 
n i n e 
states stretching from A lab am a 
to the lower tier of counties in 
New York. There will b e “ Ozar- 
k ia” , m ade up of 
portions of 
A rkansas, Oklahom a, Missouri, 
and K a n s a s . And there will 
b e other regions b uilt 
around 
river valleys, or the statistics of 
a shared poverty, or w hatever. 
While the regions are b eing 
pushed, a new 
D epartm ent of 
U rb an Affairs will b e b ringing 
all the im portant 
c i t i e s of 
A m erica under the virtual con 
trol of W ashington. The money 
will flow directly to the cities 
from pipelines attached to the 
spigot in the D istrict of Colum 
b ia. State capitals will have lit 
tie to say ab out m eeting t h e

concentra t i o n s 
particularly 
those that overlap state 
b oun­ 
daries, as m any now do. 
The m enace of this prospec­ 
tive pincer operation is not lost 
on W inthrop Rockefeller. T alk­ 
ing

of 
southw estern 
A rkansas, w here regional plan­ 
ning, if it com es, will ha v e to 
overlap 
pa r t s of 
A rkansas, 
Texas, Louisiana, and Oklaho­ 
ma. Win Rockefeller was asked 
repeatedly what m ight b e done 
to m ake the Red River naviga­ 
b le b eyond Shreveport in Loui­ 
siana. The Rockefeller answ er

He wants to be governor to help 
shape the economic future of a 
region for which he has great 
hopes. The supreme irony of all 
this, however, is that he is m ak­ 
ing a pitch for the governor's 
job at a time when state capi­ 
tals everywhere seem threaten­ 
ed w i t h a practically t o t a l 
eclipse. 
The fifty state governors of 
America are being undermined 
from two directions. On the one 
hand, the tireless President in 
the W h i t e House pushes his 
concept of a super - state re­ 
gional America. 
T h e r e will 
be Appalachia, consisting of the 
mountainous portion of n i n e 
states stretching from Alabama 
to the lower tier of counties in 
New York There will be “Ozar- 
kia", made up of portions of 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, 
and K a n s a s . And there will 
be other regions built around 
river valleys, or the statistics of 
a shared poverty, or whatever. 
While the regions are being 
pushed, a new Department of 
Urban Affairs will be bringing 
all the im portant c i t i e s of 
America under the virtual con­ 
trol of Washington. The money 
will flow directly to the cities 
from pipelines attached to the 
spigot in the District of Colum­ 
bia. State capitals will have lit­ 
tle to say about meeting t h e 


needs 
of 
the 
big 
population 
concentra t i o n s 
particularly 
those that overlap state

daries, as many now do. 
The menace of this prospec­ 
tive pincer operation is not lost 
on Winthrop Rockefeller. Talk­

He is 
still a self • help man, and he 
thinks the importance of t h e 
states in providing for their own 
regional compacts will revive. 
But if he gets his wish and be­ 
comes c h i e f executive of Ar­ 
kansas in 1966 by beating six­ 
tim e Governor Orval 
Faubus, 
as seems a possibility, he could 
find himself “ cribbed, cabinned 
and confined” in a m anner that 
might seem very frustrating to 
a Rockefeller.
